CLASSES BEGIN FOR LARGEST ENROLLMENT EVER 

Classes began Wednesday for the largest student body in the College's 83-year history. A record 4,680 full-time 
graduate and undergraduate students added to part-time enrollments brought the total student population this 
year to more than 6,000. 

Forty-six new faculty have been added to Pittsburgh's professional staff to serve the increased enrollment and 
to replace retiring faculty and faculty on leave. 

Three new College dormitories and a new dining hall on Rugar Street will help to house and feed the increasing 
number of resident students. A new life sciences building becomes fully operational this fall, as does the new 
22-bed College infirmary on the banks of the Saranac River. 

NEW DEAN ANNOUNCED — ACTING VICE PRESIDENT AND DEANS NAMED 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Trustees of the State University approved, August 17, the appointment 
of Dr. Philip Bayard Clarkson to the position of dean of Pittsburgh's Faculty of Humanities. The appointment 
is effective January 1 . 

Clarkson is professor of speech and drama and chairman of the department of speech and drama at Ripon College 
in Ripon, Wisconsin. He will be granted continuing appointment as professor of speech at Plattsburgh. 

Clarkson will fill the vacancy left by the death of Dr. Eliot Allen in December of 1971. Dr. Carl Englehart, 
professor of English, has been appointed acting dean of humanities to serve until the arrival on campus of 
Clarkson. 

Dr. George Pasti, Jr., dean of the Faculty of Social Sciences, has been approved by the Board of Trustees Ex- 
ecutive Committee to serve as Plattsburgh's acting vice president for academic affairs while a replacement is 
being sought to fill the vice presidency vacated by Dr. William F. Lawrence. While Pasti serves as acting 
vice president, Dr. John L. Myers, professor of history, will act as dean of social sciences. 

COLLEGE WILL OFFER BACHELORS DEGREE IN GENERAL STUDIES 

The College has received approval from State University's Central Office to go ahead with plans for a bachelors 

degree program in general studies. The program is designed especially to meet the career needs of older 

students enrolled in the College on a part-time basis and will be administered by the Office of Continuing Education.

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Course requirements in the new program will include 60 credit hours of work in a "core" program and an ad- 
ditional 60 credit hours representing course work in four disciplines (ex., sociology, psychology, English, 
music) representing two academic faculties (ex., Faculty of Social Science and Faculty of Humanities). 

General studies degree candidates will be advised by a committee of three comprising one representative from 
the Office of Continuing Education and one representative from each of the faculties in which he choses to 
conduct his course work. 

REPORT PENDING FROM BLACK STUDIES TASK FORCE 

A five-man task force on Black Studies has worked through the summer developing a plan for implementation of a 
Black Studies program on the Plattsburgh campus. The work of the task force was financed by a special Black 
Studies Planning Grant, and the group was assisted by Black Studies consultant Heyward Henry. The task force 
has reported to an advisory committee and will issue a final report this fall. 

VARSITY FOOTBALL TEAM OPENS AGAINST ST. LAWRENCE 

Plattsburgh State's football team will open its first varsity season Friday night, September 15, at Bailey Avenue 
Ball Park in a 7:30 contest with St. Lawrence University. 

GALLERY SEASON OPENS WITH AFRICAN SCULPTURE EXHIBIT 

The Myers Fine Arts Gallery season will open Sunday (Sept. 10) at 2:00 p.m. with an exhibit of African sculpture 
from the Ladislas Segy collection. The exhibit will remain on display through September 29. 
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STUDENT ASSOCIATION ESTABLISHES SCHOLARSHIP FUND 

The Plattsburgh State Student Senate has established a $10,000 scholarship fund with the Plattsburgh 
College Foundation. Of the amount granted to the Foundation from student activity fees, $5,000 will be 
used to provide scholarship assistance for incoming freshmen, and the remaining $5,000 will be placed in 
a Foundation endowment fund to provide future student aid. 

The Student Association bill establishing the fund cites "drastic increases in educational costs... reduced 
parental contributions... cuts in Federal aid allocations... the lack of summer and part-time employment... 
the higher interest rates and greater difficulty in obtaining guaranteed bank loans..., and the present lack 
of support that exists, particularly in respect to the freshman student," as reasons for establishment of 
the fund. 

College Foundation President Fred P. Merrihew termed establishment of the scholarship fund "a mature 
and forthright approach to meeting the financial crisis which faces the college student of today."

Plans are to offer three more one-credit mini-courses 
during the period, October 25 - November 29.

CENTURY CLUB ISSUES PROGRESS REPORT 

The Plattsburgh College Foundation's Century Club - striving to enroll 100 members by December 31 - 
has reached 65% of its goal, according to committee chairman Martin Mannix, Jr. 

Century Club members are donors of §100 or more to the Foundation and include several alumni and 
faculty and many of the College's firends in the community. Century Club gifts provide an unrestricted 
emergency fund to assist academically qualified students in meeting financial need. 

Under Mannix' s direction, the Century Club last year enrolled 59 members -- nearly quadruple its 
membership in 1970.

HARRY BOWEN AMONG FIRST EXTERNAL DEGREE RECIPIENTS 

Wednesday (Sept. 271 the State Education Department will set precedent by awarding 77 "external 
degrees" to men and women who have acquired the knowledge necessary for an associate in arts 
degree -- but who have acquired that knowledge in other than the traditional manner of attending college. 
Among those who will receive one of SED's first degrees is Harry Bowen, Plattsburgh State's assistant 
director of Instructional Resources. 

This will be the first time in its 188-year history that the State Education Department has awarded 
degrees on its own behalf and to individuals who have not studied on a regular college campus. 

SEVEN SCIENCE AND MATH SOPHOMORES NAMED HUDSON SCHOLARS 

Seven sophomores have been selected by the Dean of the Faculty of Science and Mathematics and by 
the chairmen of the various departments in science and mathematics as Hudson Scholars for the 1972-73 
academic year. Hudson Scholarships of $250 each — named in honor of the late Professor George H. 
Hudson, original teacher of science at the Plattsburgh Normal School -- will be presented to Paul H. 
Allen, Joanne Dewath, Dale Larson, Peter Pendergrass, Judith Wiger, Tiffany Williams and Cheryl 
Coryer. Funds for the Hudson Scholarships are provided from the Faculty of Science and Mathematics 
and from donations to the Plattsburgh College Foundation by Mr. Ernest Turner of Plattsburgh. 

PLANETARIUM SCHEDULE BEGINS FRIDAY 

The Hudson Hall Planetarium will begin its first semester series of biweekly shows on Friday evening 
at 7:30 with "Autumn Skies" -- a graphic description of the skies over Plattsburgh as they appear 
through the fall. Tickets for this and future planetarium shows are available free of charge from the 
main office of Hudson Hall during regular business hours. 

SOCCER AND CROSS COUNTRY TEAMS ON THE ROAD - FOOTBALL DRAWS A BYE 

The Plattsburgh varsity football team has a weekend of rest and practice before its next contest 
September 30 at Nichols College. The Cardinals lost their first intercollegiate varsity football game 
16-0 in a well-played contest with powerful St. Lawrence University. 

The varsity soccer team meets New Paltz State at New Paltz Saturday, and faces the University of 
Vermont at 3:00 p.m. Wednesday in the first home contest of the season. 

The Cardinal varsity harriers meet Siena and Oneonta in a triangular meet at Siena Saturday. 
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TWO UNDERGRADUATES SEATED ON ALUMNI BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

For the first time in its history, the Plattsburgh Alumni Association Board of Directors has 
seated two undergraduates as full voting members. 

The two -- Miss Bennie Riley, junior child-family service major from Oneida, and Robert 
Rodriguez, junior political science major from Durham -- join 12 alumni on the legislative body 
that sets policy for the 8,000-plus member association. 

Malcolm R. Lavery, director of alumni relations, introduced the two at a board meeting Saturday 
as "excellent undergraduate representatives who will provide valuable input to alumni pro- 
grams." 

STUDENT GRIEVANCE BOARD 

Dr. Leroy Piccard, associate dean of students, has asked WEEKLY to call student attention to 
existence of a College-wide Student Grievance Board. Established in 1971 and currently chaired 
by Piccard, the board will: 

• hear student grievances involving one or more faculties. 

• hear student grievances concerning departments with no established grievance policy. 

• review decisions of departmental grievance committees. 

Except in cases where students wish to have the board review departmental grievance decisions, 
a student initiates the grievance procedure in a discussion with Piccard. Review of depart- 
mental grievance decisions must be initiated by petitioning the Vice President for Student 
Affairs, Willard Flynt. 

Piccard explained to WEEKLY that the Grievance Board is empowered to hear student griev- 
ances in all areas — not merely academic grievances. 

A full description of the organization, jurisdiction and procedures to the board is outlined in 
the 1972-73 student handbook. 

PLATTSBURGH A PILOT INSTITUTION IN HIGHER EDUCATION MANAGEMENT 

Plattsburgh State has been chosen as a base for a pilot project in the development of new and 
emerging practices for management in higher education. The cooperative effort involves 
Plattsburgh and the SUNY Central Administration in Albany with the National Center for 
Higher Education Management at the Western Interstate Commission on Higher Education (WICHE).

Development of sophisticated formulas, computer programs and models gives the Office of 
Records, Analytical Studies and Long Range Planning the ability to simulate management 
decisions and predict their effects. "The chief advantage of such models," says Assistant to 
the President Bill Dempsey, "is that financial implications of decisions become apparent 
before the decisions are actually made." 

The two models currently in use on campus indicate (1) effects on other disciplines of course 
offerings in a given discipline, and (2) schedules of future costs relating to academic disci- 
plines. 

"The long range effect," says Dempsey. "could be the ability to have more flexibility and 
autonomy in operating the College from within." 

Only one other college in the Nation, Fullerton College in California, has currently implemented 
the WICHE management tools.

STUDENT SENATE ESTABLISHES ATHLETIC BOARD, NAMES SENATOR FOR ACADEMICS 

At its meeting Monday evening the Student Senate established a new intercollegiate athletic board which 
will comprise student and faculty representatives and administer Student Association funds allocated in 
support of intercollegiate athletics. 

The Senate also approved appointment of sophomore liberal arts major Sussy Komala to the post of 
Senator for Academic Affairs left vacant by the resignation of Donald Dodge. 

VOTER REGISTRATION DRIVE AFFECTS NEARLY 1,000 

Student Senator at Large Ray Gromelski reports that approximately 1,000 students have filed absentee 
voter registrations, absentee ballot forms and requests for absentee ballots since the Student Associ- 
ation voter registration drive began on campus two weeks ago. Gromelski urges unregistered student 
voters who have not yet completed absentee registration and ballot forms to do so today. 

The drive to register student voters has relied on the volunteer efforts of more than 70 Plattsburgh 
students and has been hailed as one of the most effective drives of its type to be conducted in the State. 

CAMPUS UNITED FUND DRIVE SCHEDULED IN OCTOBER 

This year's on-campus drive for contributions to the Clinton County United Fund will be mounted during 
the month of October. During 1971, 503 persons contributed an average of S21.17 each to the Fund in 
the form of outright gifts and payroll deductions. 

FOUR CARDINAL VARSITIES ACTIVE 

The varsity football team travels to Nichols College this Saturday seeking revenge over a team that last 
year defeated them 10-7. 

The Cardinal varsity soccer team faces Geneseo State at home Saturday at 2:00 p.m. in the booters' 
second State University of New York Athletic Conference match of the season. 

The varsity tennis team, which last weekend hosted its first Cardinal Classic Fall Tennis Tournament , 
will entertain defending SUNYAC champion Albany State Tuesday at 3:15 p.m. on the courst behind 
Macdonough Hall. 

The varsity golfers will be on the road for the 10th Annual Brook-Lea Invitational in Rochester Friday, 
and the 13th Annual SUNYAC Championships Monday at the Cooperstown Country Club. 
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HOMECOMING QUEEN TO BE CROWNED TONIGHT 

Undergraduates will crown their Homecoming Queen at 8:00 tonight in the State XIV Dining Hall to begin 
Homecoming '72 — "The Greatest Show on Earth." 

Tomnorrow alumni will honor the Queen and her court at their own wine and cheese reception in Clinton 
Dining Hall, and a fireworks show and bonfire will follow beginning at 10:00 p.m. 

Fifteen floats and four area bands will be among the participants in the annual Homecoming Parade which 
is schedule to begin at 10:00 a.m. Saturday from the parking lot of the Plattsburgh Plaza on Cornelia 
Street. 

Saturday afternoon the varsity football team kicks off against Brockport State at 1:30, and awarding of 
the President's Cup, the Scholastic Cup and the prizes in the float competition is scheduled at 
halftime. Saturday night alumni will honor James Hutchinson of Peru as Alumnus-of-the-Year at a 
President's Reception and Homecoming Banquet, while undergraduates have scheduled a semi-formal 
dance in Memorial Hall. 

A bicycle rally will begin at noon Sunday in the parking lot adjacent to the Myers Fine Arts Building; 
an outdoor beer blast is scheduled later on the tennis courts; and planned weekend activities will con- 
clude Sunday night with an 8:00 p.m. concert featuring Dave Mason and the Mark Almond Band. 

FOOD SERVICE NEGOTIATIONS CONTINUE BETWEEN SA AND FSA 

Representatives of the Student Association and the Faculty-Student Association are continuing to 
negotiate solutions to the problems encountered with this year's revised meal plans. 

To date, negotiations have succeeded in resolving the problem of discrepancies in individual dining hall 
policies and in extending dining hall hours for breakfast and lunch. According to student senator Pro-Tem 
Craig Borner, one of the Student Senate representatives in the food service negotiations, revision of 
the policy which prohibits second helpings of the main course was discussed in a meeting Tuesday, and 
the FSA has promised further information concerning the seconds policy and possible recommendations 
for a solution to complaints about the lack of seconds at a meeting scheduled October 10. 

Borner also explained to WEEKLY that there is student confusion about the policies on the booklets of 
"seconds coupons" which may be purchased from FSA offices by meal plan subscribers. According to 
Borner, the $10 booklets are a $12 value and may be used either for second helpings of the main dish in 
the campus dining halls, or in the Macdonough Hall Snack Bar and Pub. That policy, he says, has been 
in existance since the Snack Bar and Pub reopened as a result of the efforts of the SA.

A list of 20 courses relating to minority studies (not solely Black Studies) which will be offered during 
the spring semester is contained on page 21 of the schedule of spring semester course offerings. 

It is expected that two adjunct faculty members will join the Plattsburgh State faculty specifically for 
the purpose of instructing courses in minority studies. Sylvester Lunga, who currently lectures at 
several Montreal universities, will be retained at Plattsburgh to instruct History of West Africa . 
Dennis Foisythe, an assistant professor of sociology at Sir George Williams University, has been 
invited to instruct the course in Sociology of Afro-American Culture . 

Vice President Willard Flynt, who has given "high priority" to review and consideration of proposals 
for establishment of a minority cultural center, expects to convene a committee meeting Wednesday 
to discuss proposals for establishment of that center. 

Assistant to the President Don Garrant met Monday, with leaders of various community constituencies 
to seek their input about development of a committee to deal with minority relations in the community. 
Garrant asked the community representatives to suggest members for a committee to investigate 
community/minority relations, and announcement of that committee's membership is expected soon.

Assistant to the President Don Garrant, who is establishing an advisory group to develop a positive 
program of community relations for minority students, reported that committee members have been 
selected and the first meeting of the group will be held next week. 

The last issue of WEEKLY (November 9) reported the various courses in minority studies which will be 
offered on campus during the second semester. 

ASSOCIATE DEAN OF EDUCATION CHOSEN'

joins Plattsburgh from Ohio University where he was associate dean of the College of Education and 
associate professor of education.
